vheat, kaffir corn, milo maize, oats, 
broom corn, potatoes, and all sorts 
of vegetables and maize, not to men­ 
tion the most profitable crop in Am- 
merica—alfalfa. 
There are hundreds and thousands 
of examples in Oklahoma where al­ 
falfa last year produced more cash 
returns per acre than the first cost

Twenty miles west of Oklahoma City 
in Canadian valley is a palch of al­ 
falfa of-nineteen acres that netted the 
turfier $30 per acre for three hay 
crops and $i:i0 per acre for two seed 
crops, making a total of $160 per 
acre last year.

thing in spite of the drou h for an 
alfalfa field to produce $60, $75 and 
HOO per acre. 
Oklahoma offers the greatest op­ 
portunity in the country to 
make 
money (through her alfalfa 
fields. 
There are thousands of opportunities 
to buy lands Jus as good as this 
for $50, $60 and $75 an acre, and af­ 
ter seeding it to alfalfa, cut enough 
from the first year’s crop to pay for 
the land.
